Convicted Dealer May Get 


Treatments By Psychiatrist 


Harold E. Brule, 42, Worcester, 
Mass., coin dealer, was sentenced 
to four to six years at Walpole 
state prison in superior court for 
the $5,000 holdup of the Auburn, 
Mass., Cooperative Bank Decem- 
ber 13. 

Brule also admitted obtaining 
$273 in a daylight robbery of the 
Worcester Household Finance Co. 
December 9. 


In the Auburn holdup, George 
O. Keep, 69, died of a heart attack 
shortly after chasing Brule from 
the location. 





Belgium Vows 
Immortalized 


On New Coin 


The Belgian government has 
authorized a new coin, scheduled 
to go into circulation in March, 
which will commemorate the mar- 
riage last December 15 of King 
Baudouin and his queen, Dona 
Fabiola. 

Struck in silver, of 50 francs de- 
nomination, the coin will carry the 
portraits of both monarchs. Re- 
sponsibility for design of the coin 
has been given to the artist Carlos 
Van Dionant. 


Also of numismaticinterest, 
connected with the marriage, was 
the gift to King Baudouin from 
Israel—five valuable numismatic 
items. 


Symbolizing both the ancient 
and modern history of the Jewish 
people, one piece dated back to 
the period of King Solomon's 
Temple, and another to 400 years 
later, during the period of the 
second Temple. 


There were also three new 
coins; one gold, commemorating 
the 10th anniversary of the state, 
and two silver for the llth and 
12th anniversaries. 


Brule pleaded guilty before 
Judge Edward J. DeSaulnier to 
both charges. 


Brule’s counsel, Arnold W.- Ol- 
sson, said his client was under 
heavy pressure to repay loans he 
had incurred to open the Village 
Mart, a coin and stamp business. 

The lawyer said the automatic 
pistol Brule used in the holdups 
was originally purchased with the 
possible intent to taking his own 
life. 


Brule paid off some of his credi- 
tors on his way from the bank 
holdup to his shop. He was ar- 
rested there with part of the stol- 
en money 40 minutes after the 
robbery. 

Brule made full restitution to 
the loan company and the bank. 


Olsson said Brule was the vic- 
tim of “financial vultures’’ who 
charged exorbitant rates of in- 
terest—that he paid $1,000 annual 
interest on one $5,000 loan and 
interest of $800 on another $1,000 
loan. 

Dr. Lincoln Lebeaux, of Wor- 
cester, a psychiatrist, said Brule 
needed psychiatric treatment. 


The judge said a state prison 
term was mandatory but said 
Olsson might obtain removal of 
Brule to the Worcester House of 
Correction for psychiatric treat- 
ment. 

Brule was an employee of the 
Worcester post office until he re- 
signed last fall to open the coin 
and stamp business. He is des- 
cribed as a model husband and 
son by his wife and mother.

New Treasury 
Head Called 


Smooth, Smart 


C. Douglas Dillon, the new Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, today was 
deep in details to curb the over- 
seas flow of American gold and 
dollars. 

Dillon will call upon his abili- 
ties as a Wall Street investment 
banker, a top-notch diplomat and 
statesman to tackle the problem. 


Observers in Washington point 
out that Dillon might have been 
the nation’s Secretary of State 
as they watch him wrestle with 
the complexities of high finance. 

If Richard Nixon had been 
president, it was speculated, Dil- 
lon, an Eisenhower Republican; 
stood a good chance as head of 
the state department. 


But with the Kennedy victory 
Dillon received the Treasury ap- 
pointment. 

That both presidential candi- 
dates respect Dillon’s cabinet po- 
tential comes as no surprise to 
most. 


“‘He’s got the fastest piece of 
mental machinery that ever came 
down the pike,” a close State De- 
partment associate said recently. 

A Treasury Department veteran 
who has worked with Dillon put 
it this way: ‘He lives up to his 
reputation for having a quick 
mind and an ability to grasp the 
heart of the matter.” 


As a State Department official, 
Dillon was cool to some of the 
proposals of Eisenhower's Trea- 
sury secretary, Robert B. Ander- 
son. Although Dillon discreetly 
said little, the difference of opin- 
ion cropped up when the two con- 
ferred with high West German of- 
ficials in Bonn—and were gen- 
erally rebuffed. 

At that time, Anderson, as 
Treasury chief, was deeply wor- 
ried about the continuing flow 
abroad of American gold and dol- 
lars. Dillon, as the No. 2 man in 
the State Department, was more 
concerned with the political side 
of U.S. relations abroad. 


Although his service in the Ei- 
senhower administration has been 
on the diplomatic side—he was

‘Yeggs Make 


Appointment 
For Robbery 


Two’ thugs who set up an ap- 
pointment by telephone to inspect 
his coin collection slugged and 
robbed Irvin K. Stevenson at his 
Sarasota, Fla., home February 1 
and made off with between $8,000 
and $9,000 in collectors’ items. 

Sheriff Ross Boyer, of Sarasota 
County, who notified Coin World 
three hours after the robbery so 
it could receive national public- 
ity, described the men as follows: 

One, six foot tall; the other, 
small, slim, white or perhaps light 
colored. They wore rubber gloves. 

They entered the back door of 
the Stevenson residence, knocked 
Stevenson down, broke his glasses 
and tied him up. Sheriff Boyer 
said it was believed they had 
parked a block away.

Chairman MacDonald prepared 
a number of sketches; the Royal 
Mint in London, England, en- 
graved and struck the medal with 
the Royal Mint Advisory Commit- 
tee on the design of coins and 
medals, headed by the Duke of 
Edinburgh, making final approv- 
al. 

The obverse of the medal shows 
the “Susan M. Dudman’”’, a sail- 
ing vessel which was built in Tus- 
ket, Nova Scotia in 1861, the year 
of the introduction of decimal 
coinage. 

The “Susan M. Dudman” was 
a three masted barque of 745 
tons registery with a length of 170 
feet, and is typical of the cargo 


vessels produced in the shipyards

ambassador to France from 1953 
to 1957—Dillon is no novice in 
the realm of high finance. 

His father, Clarence Dillon, 
founded the investment banking 
firm of Dillon, Read & Co., one 
of the Wall Street giants. Shortly 
after graduating from Harvard 
with honors in 1931, young Dillon 
bought a seat of the New York 
Stock Exchange. In 1938 he joined 
the family firm and in 1946 be- 
came chairman of the board, a 
job he held until 1953. 


In Washington circles, Dillon is 
known as smooth, well spoken, 
self-possessed and, above all, 
smart. 

Dillon was born August 21, 
1903, in Geneva, Switzerland. He 
was expensively schooled at Gro- 
ton and Harvard and extensively 
traveled, especially in France. 


During World War II, Dillon 
fought with the Seventh Fleet in 
the Southwest Pacific. As an as- 
sistant air operations officer of a 
carrier, he won the Air Medal and 
the Legion of Merit. 

After the war he plunged into 
politics, joining Republican com- 
mittees, advising Thomas E. Dew- 
ey during his unsuccessful 1948 
bid for the presidency and later 
stumping for Eisenhower. 


Numismatists will watch for 
recommendations from the new 
Secretary affecting the various 
Bureaus which are in his juris- 
diction. 

Among these are the Bureau of 
Engraving and Printing, Bureau 
of the Mint and the Office of the 
Treasurer of the United States, 
including the Cash Division and 


Currency Redemption Division 
plus the United States Secret 
Service.

of Nova Scotia during the middle 
of the last century. 


It was during this period of 
Nova Scotia’s history that her sail- 
ing vessels were considered 
among the finest and their Blue- 
nose captains sailed to the far 
corners of the world. Above the 
vessel is the title of the medal, 
“DECIMAL COINAGE CENTEN- 
ARY” and below the wording 
“NOVA SCOTIA 1861-1961 CANA- 
DA”, In 1861 Nova Scotia was a 
self-governing province but now, 
of course, is one of the 10 pro- 
vinces of Canada. 

The reverse design features 
the official flag of Nova Scotia, 
one of the most ancient and beau- 
tiful flags in the British Common- 
wealth. This flag is derived from 
the coat of arms approved for 
Nova Scotia in 1626 by King 
Charles I of England, five years 
after the colony was granted to 
Sir William Alexander, Earl of 
Sterling by King James VI of 
Scotland, James I of England. 

The flag was the blue cross 
of St- Andrew on the silver field 
with the red and gold Royal 
Arms of Scotland in the center. It 
is seldom that a flag appears as 
the main device on a coin or med- 
al and this Nova Scotian flag is 
engraved with careful attention 
for accuracy and detail making it 
a handsome feature for the re- 
verse of the medal. 

Sprays of mayflowers (trailing 
arbutus) curve about the lower 
portion of the reverse. The use. of 
the mayflower is reminiscent of 
the beautiful penny and half-pen- 
ny of 1856 struck when this flow- 
er was first recognized as the 
floral emblem of Nova Scotia.

The interest in coin books surprised us. We received 
many letters about the book edition we ran two weeks ago. 
This was a listing of all the books on numismatics published 
in the United States. It was the first priced catalog of U.S. 
coin books ever published. As such, it contained a few er- 
rors. 


We appreciate the comments and suggestions made by 
our readers. I must publicly thank Thomas L. Moore of 
Dallas, Texas, who was the first to point out a most obvious 
omission. We left out “History of the United States Mint” 
by George Greenlief Evans. This book appeared in a dozen 
different editions from 1885 to 1901. We have several cop- 
ies in our own library but completely overlooked it in our 
listing. Thanks, Tom Moore, for your sharp observation. 


Many of the letters were about the prices quoted. We 
must explain again that where one price was quoted the 
book is in-print and available from dealers and the pub- 
lisher. Where two figures were given, this is the range of 
price when the book last sold! Since this work took nine 
years to compile, some of the prices are in, say 1955 dollars. 
Future editions of this list will correct the economic factor. 


The list of books can serve several purposes. It was 
grouped by subject for a reading list. If you are interested 
in researching a particular field, this bibliography should 
oexne as a start of the material that has been published al- 
ready.

Now I know how some of our 
politicians feel when they say they 
were “‘misquoted”. On page 24 of 
the January 12 issue of the ‘‘Coin 
World’ I am quoted as saying 
that Paul Revere and Benjamin 
Franklin signed colonial notes. 

Before my colonial note collect- 
ing friends start writing in, I 
would like to say that to my know- 
ledge, neither of those gentlemen 
ever signed any paper money. 
Both printed colonial money. Re- 
vere printed some of the regular 
Massachusetts notes during the 
Revolitionary War, as well as 
some of the larger size special 
notes used to finance lotteries, 
payment of the troops, etc. 

Franklin, in partnership with 
David Hall, printed many of the 
earlier Delaware and Pennsylvan- 
ia notes. Somewhere in the 1760s 
Franklin sold out to W. Sellers. 
The firm of Hall and Sellers 
printed the Continental Currency 
and many issues of Pennsylvania. 

The article in question also re- 
fers to design of the notes. Here 
my point is that the Continental 
notes (issued by the central gov- 
ernment) are of standard design, 
with the same vignette identified 
with a given denomination, re- 
gardless of date of issue. On the 
other hand, colonial state issues 
are more interesting because of 
their many varieties. There are 
radical design differences between 
dates of issue of an individual 
colony as well as between col- 
onies.

The primary purpose of this de- 
partment is to furnish financial in- 
formation and 
market values 
on the most 
popular current 
coins both 
circulated and 
uncirculated. In 
establishing val- 
ues, one of the 
most important 
factors:is condi- 
tion. There are 
anumber of Jim Kelly 
systems, as well as books, on the 
grading of coins, all of which have 
some merit, but which by the 
same token, leave something to 
be desired in that they are not 
realistic or do not adequately des- 
cribe the material condition-wise. 

However, all have one thing in 
¢common—the human _interpreta- 
tion and application. Human. na- 
ture being what it is, there is 
entirely too great a tendency to- 
ward a double system of grading 
—one for buying and another for 
selling. 


This is even more prevalent 
among collectors than dealers. We 
can remember: a New England 
physician who purchased many 
coins from our auction sales and 
retail price lists and invariably 
complained that the coins were 
over-graded and requested either 
adjustments or price concessions. 

We pegged him as a crank and 
after repeated incidents, removed 
him from our mailing list. Several 
years later we were privileged to 
sell this doctor’s collection in one 
of our convention auction sales. 
When he received the catalogue, 
we were severely criticized by 
this gentleman for down-grading 
many of the coins in his collec- 
tion. 


This, however, was quickly ad- 
justed when we showed him rec- 
erds of his purchases which indi- 
cated that the coins were graded 
the same as when he had pur- 
chased them. 

On his inventory lists and en- 
velopes he had raised the condi- 
tion from one to two grades over 
‘the condition he had originally 
complained about. This is one of 
the most flagrant cases brought 
to our attention but it is certainly 
not an isolated one. 


The commercial aspect of nu- 
mismatics is certainly important 
but not enough to make us forget 
fair play and the ability to honest- 
ly evaluate an item regardless of 
whether we are buying or selling. 

Any system of grading will 
work if you will apply one simple 
rule: Grade the coin so that you 
would be satisfied if you were 
the buyer!

Wyandotte Mich., police have 
recovered a coin collection valued 
at $5,000 and stolen from the Ston- 
er Hobby Shop a month ago.

E. Smith said he granted proba- 
tion to a 12-year-old boy involved 
in the theft of a coin collection 
from a Boise home recently.

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kind or another. There is abso- 
lutely no way for the average 
collector to identify them. 


By that I mean, to know when 
they were issued, and why. It is 
a matter for the specialist, and 
this new group of token collectors 
probably can help, if individual 
members have gone into the mat- 
ter. 

Morgan Sharon could probably 
write the Duluth Mzrchantile Co., 
and might get an answer, or 
might get the letter back marked 
“unknown.” That takes more 
time than it is worth to the aver- 
age collector who is just curious. 
I have some odd tokens, myself, 
and I am just holding on to them 
until such time as somebody 
comes up with a book, or until I 
run into a specialist at some coin 
club. 


For an example of what hap- 
pens, a local grocery store here 
in Sidney issues tokens. They are 
in several denominations and are 
good in trade. Store customers 
get them when they turn in bottles 
on which deposits have been paid, 
milk bottles, beer, etc. 

Supposing one of these tokens 
gets carries off to another state, 
which could easily happen. It gets 
dropped, and then found by a coin 
collector. Who can tell him any- 
thing about it? Nobody. Because 
only accidentally would anybody 
from anywhere else have ever 
heard of that grocery store and 
its tokens. Not everybody in Sid- 
ney knows about them, either! 


About the only way is for peo- 
ple interested in tokens to get to- 
gether and pool their information, 
and then publish it. That is what 
the new society of token collectors 
is doing. That is what the Vec- 
turists are doing. Then the cas- 
ual holder of a token has a chance 
to find out something about it, 
and not until then, except by ac- 
cident. 

So letters from people like Mor- 
gan Sharon telling about what 
they have, are contributing to the 
store of knowledge about these 
things, or at least that they exist.

Carnegie Museum Official 
Completes Unique Studies 





Jack F. Burns 


A slick, grey-and-black-and- 
white numismatic study rolled off 
the presses a month ago to take 
its place among the unique in the 
annals of numismatic writings— 
Jack F. Burns’ ‘Media of Ex- 
change Used in State and Feder- 
al Penitentiaries.”’ 

Burns is research associate in 
the Section of Coins and Medals 
at the Carnegie Museum in Pitts- 
burgh—where there is continuous 
research and study of all types 
of media of exchange. 


When the staff discovered there 
was no numismatic information 
which deals primarily with the 
state-federal penitentiaries’ media 
of exchange in the United States, 
a survey began under the direc- 
tion of Author Burns. 

In spite of the extensive sur- 
veys and meticulous editing and 
sharp photographs, Author Burns 
wants to leave no stones unturned 
-he invites supplemental infor- 
mation en the media if it is not 
included in the book. 


Burns’ study is believed to be 
the first of its kind ever published 
for the United States (numismatic 
literature has been prepared on 
prisoner-of-war tokens in Europe 
and for the British empire). He 
began with only a few brief notes 
on the Sing Sing Prison tokens 
and those of the Nevada State 
Penitentiary. 

Now the annals of Carnegie Mu- 
seum contain Burns’ comprehen- 
sive study and numismatists over 
the country can obtain a copy 
from the Carnegie Museum, 4400 
Forbes Avenue, Pittsburgh, 13, 
Pa., for $1.50 each plus 15 cents 
for postage and handling. Penn- 
sylvania residents must pay six 
cents tax.

Inmates of Nevada’s State Pris- 
on in Carson City use their brass 
tokens for legalized gambling dur- 
ing carefully regulated hours in a 
small, dim, rockwalled ‘‘casino.” 

Only five state prisons in the 
United States permit a prisoner to 
buy goods with American money. 


A prisoner cannot buy goods 
with American money in any of 
the six federal penitentiaries. 

Nineteen states use charge slips, 
nine punch cards, 11 coupon books, 
six tokens, \ 


The five states in which money 
is allowed are Florida, Georgia, 


Jail money collection was year in making. 


Mississippi, North Carolina and 
South Carolina. 

Maximum cash sums permitted 
a prisoner in these states range 
from $4 to $20. 


Federal penitentiaries at Atlan- 
ta, Ga., Leavenworth, Kansas; 
Lewisburg, Pa., MecNail, Wash., 
and Terre Haute Ind., use charge 
slips. 

Alcatraz has no charge slip be- 
cause it has no commissary. 


Prison commissaries carry cig- 
ars, cigarets, tobacco, confections, 
toilet articles, dental supplies and 
stationary.

Nickels Bring Queries; 
Sfeel Cent Status In Air 


Mrs. Eric E. Holt of South 
Wales, N.Y., sends in a rubbing 
of a ‘two headed” Jefferson nick- 
el, dated 1945. She says the ob- 
verse is clear but the “reverse’”’ 
has the lettering “chewed up” 
from being caught in the mint and 
restam 


COMMENT: If Mrs. Holt’s nick- 


el had turned over in the press 
and been restamped, which is pos- 
sible, some of the Monticello re- 
verse should show on the present 
obverse, one way or another, and, 
of course, some of the normal re- 
verse should show where it ought 
to be. In this case, the coin would 
be a great rarity. 

Mrs. Holt did not mention those 


factors, which gives rise to the 
possibility that the coin is a gam- 
bler’s two-headed coin, made by 
splitting two nickels and then 
joining the two obverses into one 
coin (as well as the reverses to 
make a two-tailed coin). If this is 
the case, some sign of the jointure 
should be, present even though ex- 


ceedingly faint. 

One other bare possibility exists, 
namely, that two planchets were 
in the press together. After the 
dies were stamped, the upper 
planchet flipped over instead of 
out, and had its blank reverse side 
struck with the obverse die. For 
what to do next, see our reply to 
E. J. Foster in this column last 
week. 





Several subscribers have writ- 

ten regarding the 1944 nickel with- 
out mintmark, and want to know 
if it is possible to have a genuine 
one. 
ANSWER: The ONLY possibil- 
ity is te have a wartime com- 
position nickel struck from a 
‘filled’ die or one missed by the 
“P” die, and both chances are 
more remote than most errors. 

The chances of finding one of 
the well known counterfeits are 
pretty good. Many thousands were 
made before the man was caught. 
He used other dates,

1944 without mintmark was his 
downfall as it was a collector, or 
rather several collectors, who 
spotted the fakes. His other dates 
are expected to be in circulation 
until they wear out. For good pic- 
tures of the 1944, we refer read- 
ers to the August, 1959, issue of 
Numismatic Scrapbook Magazine. 


John Rodkey, Columbia, Pa., 
asks in regard to the Coin Test in 
our December 15 issue, where did 
we get the information that the 
1943 steel cents are being melted 
down. 

ANSWER: From newspaper 
stories of a year or so ago. It 
was fairly common knowledge 
among collectors at the time. 
However, we inquired at a bank 
and the bankers said they had 
received no special communica- 
tions on retiring steel cents, other 
than worn ones, so it may be 
either a question of “hush hush” 
or it may have been a “bum 
steer’. However, we are not 
spending any, ourselves, just as a 
“hedge” for the future.

ANSWER: These ‘small and 
large” mint marks are beginning 
to be spotted by collectors who 
read about the 1960 varieties and 
the 1945 Micro-S dime, and so on. 
We have printed a number of let- 
ters recently on several of them 
in other denominations, notably 
the half dollar and silver dollar. 
It will take a little more time 
and some research to be .definite 
on them in any direction. 


Our advicé would be to esti- 


mate which are in smaller quan- 


tity, and then put those away until 
more is known. 


I have two old silver coins, of 
which I enclose rubbings. Can you 
tell me anything about them? One 
is dated 1617, the other 1690.

ANSWER: We can help a little. 
On the 1617 coin, the lettering 
means as follows: Sigismund III, 
Dei Gratia Rex Poloniae, Magnus 
Dux Lithuaniae, Russiae, Prus- 
siae, and there could be more 
but there doesn’t-seem to be; in 
other words, Sigismund III was 
king of -Poland and Great leader 
of Lithuania and Points West. 

Sig. III reigined over those 
places from 1587 to 1632. There 
was a Sig. I who was Rex Pol- 
oniae and Dominus Totius Prus- 
siae but not of anywhere else from 
1507 to 1548, so whoever came in 
between must have acquired some 
additional territory, or else Sig. 
III did, himself. 

Best we can do on the 1690 coin 
right now is to tell you that 
George Wilhelm was Deo Gratia 
Dux Brunsvicensis et Lunebur-

If you get. two sizes in 
one year, that is news; if there 
is only one size, regardless of 
whether it is big, little, or me- 
dium, it is normal; but some- 
body has to find and establish the 
varieties of a given year before 
experienced Collectors or special- 
ists will be aroused. 





C.R.L. of Champaign, IIll., says 
he is a beginner, with problems:

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and are not variety collectors, 
but varieties interest us as does 
any departure from what is “‘nor- 
mal’’, . 
We spotted “tilted D’s” on 
1934-D Lincolns many years ago, 
asked about them, got the answer 
that there was nothing in particu- 
lar unusual about misplaced 
mintmarks, so we just put them 
away as curiosities and let it go 
at that. (That is one reason why 
we are not excited about the 
“crazy D’s” of 1960. Such things 
have always been with us.) 


But back to the Buffalos. We 
happened to spot a 1921-P without 
that third feather and looked fur- 
ther. 

We have a good many Buffalo 
nickels, as we decided early in 
our collecting that Buffalo nick- 
els were going to get scarce. So 
we never spent one, but saved 
all we ever came across, provided 
it had at least a reasonable date. 
We figured that along about 1980 
they might be valuable, and were 
willing to wait. 


Once in a while, when short of 
funds, - have spent a few rolls 
of the less desirable ones, but 
only when I had to. However, we 
did notice that missing third 
feather. It turned up on various 
dates, but on more 1921-P coins 
than any other year. 

Cause is the same as the three- 
legged Buffalo, and missing let- 
ters and digits on -other coins, 
filled dies. But it is not as spec- 
tacular, so it has gone unnoticed 
In our Buffalo nickel collection, 
our 1921-P is uncirculated and al- 
so has only two feathers. We have 
kept the others we have found, 
but not as part of the series with 
this exception. 


We now have most of our series 
collections in Seitz cases. Where 
there is space, at the end of the 
series we put a few oddities of 
that series. So at the end of the 
Buffalo series, we have one each 
of the five or six different years 
of which we have found two- 
feathered Buffalos, plus the three- 
legged. We feel that is where they 
belong, not with the year. They 
are varieties, and the series col- 
lection proper should have only 
the ‘‘normal’’ coins. 

We have an off-center Barber 
dime of 1914, but it is not with 
the 1914’s. It is at the end of the 
series, as an oddity. That is where 
we feel that varieties should go. 
If too many show up, then they 
should comprise a separate col- 
lection, except possibly for the 
“specialist” who has his Own 
methods of display. 

I have run out of space, and 
have probably written enough on 
that subject anyway. See you next 
week, I hope, I hope.

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Tokens Represent 
Colorful Heritage 


By Rassell Rulau 


Most of the western nations 
have, at various times of stress, 
resorted to token coinage when 
supplies of the national coinage 
became insufficient to meet the 
demands of trade or when a na- 
tional coinage was not supplied 
at all. Periods of revolt and other 
internal strife, abnormal commer- 
eiaf or environmental conditions, 
er economic growth far outstrip- 
ping the government - sponsored 
specie—all have resulted in some 
form of private venture to supply 
the much-needed circulating me- 
dium. 

The England of modern times 


,~ Saw three such periods, the first 


im the 17th Century when rural 
merchants and inkeepers supplied 
the needed farthings and larger 
denominations. The second period, 
in the last 30 years of the 18th 
Century, saw the so-called Bung- 
town coppers emerge, followed by 
the “Conder” tokens. The third 
period, really an extension of the 
second and caused by the Napol- 
eonic Wars and a mad king on 
the throne, saw a somewhat lesser 
number of trade tokens appear, 
during the first 15 years of the 
19th Century, 


All these emissions are thor- 
oughly - catalogued and eagerly 
sought after by British collectors. 


England’s colonies, such as Aus- 


tralia, New Zealand, Canada, 
South Africa etc., each had its 
own period of token coinage, 


mainly in the early 19th Century. 
These tokens also are eagerly 
sought by native numismatists. 


Latin America lias its hacienda 
tokens of the 19th Century. The 
Danish (later US) Virgin Islands 
possess an interesting and rare 
group. Germany and France have 
their extensive series of Notgeld 
during the decade 1917-26. The 
need for emergency coinage also 
manifested itself in this same peri- 
od in Belgium and Poland. These 
pieces receive their deserved at- 


tention from collectors in these 
countries. 

Many periods of abnormal crisis 
in development fill the pages of 
American history—from the ab- 
sence of coin in Colonial America 
to the Depression Era of 1933. 
Yet, aside from one brief period, 
American collectors pay scant at- 
tention to the historical memen- 


toes they could so easily, and rea- . 


sonably, acquire. 


The Great West of the Gold 
Rush days beginning in 1849 pro- 
duced many gold token issues, us- 
ually referred to as Private or 
Territorial Gold. This one series 
alone stands as an exception to the 
lack of interest in US-produced 
tokens. Prices in this series thus 
are high, if not prohibitive. 


The Thirteen Colonies were sup- 
plied with no coin by Mother 
England, so the developing Ameri- 
can ingenuity of the period im- 
ported, or produced, various to- 
ken emissions. Most present-day 
collectors of US coins have seen, 
or read of, the Higley coppers, 
the Baltimore ship token, the Nova 
Eboracs, the Mott tokens or the 
various Washington pieces— 
yet how many, comparatively, 
have bothered to purchase one for 
themselves? Prices are rising in 
this series, but not at the same 


_ rate that characterizes the “rare” 


rolls and proof sets. 


If and when the bubble of coin 
speculation ever bursts, the Colon- 
ial tokens will remain as safe, 
sound and sane investments, as 
well as being important mile- 
stones in our numismatic heri- 
tage. 


The panic years 1834-44 saw the 
emergence of the Jackson or 
Hard Times Tokens, which a great 
number of American collectors 
have never seen, and far more 
than we suppose have never heard 
of. Hard Times Tokens are scarce, 
and literature about them is even 
scarcer, yet prices remain rather

Definitions For Tokens 


TOKEN — A word almost as 
broad in scope and meaning as 
coin or money, but generally un- 
derstood by numismatists to mean 
a metallic device emanating from 
non-official sources to serve the 
purpose of a medium of exchange. 
In recent years, devices made of 
plastic, fiber, composition and oth- 
er non-metallic substances which 
served the same purpose are in- 
cluded as tokens. 

In its broader sense, token sig- 
nifies also official specie of gov- 
ernment mints, which contain a 
lesser fine content of precious met- 
al than the stated denomination. 
In this sense, all US coinage cir- 
culating since the withdrawal of 
gold in 1933 is token coinage. Also 
in its broader sense, token covers 
metallic devices never intended to 
serve as a medium of exchange 
(as: advertising checks, political 
medallets) regardless of source or 
intent. 


The term token can be, but in 
practice hardly ever is, applied to 
banknote issues, public or private, 
er to medals, medallions, badges 
ec decorations, especially those 
containing a loop, eye, pin, ribbon 
er other device by which they may 
be worn on the person. 

Since the term is without de- 
finitive limitations, in normal us- 
age among numismatists a quali- 
fying phrase or word is often ap- 
pended (as: Civil War token, mili- 
tary post token, transportation to- 
ken), or a more definitive syn- 
onym is used in its place (as: 
jeton, store card, restaurant 
check). 


The metal most frequently used 
in the manufacture of tokens has 
always been copper or one of its 
alloys (as: brass, bronze, alumi- 
mum-bronze) but in recent years 
lighter metals such as nickel, 
aluminum and zinc have predom- 
inated. 

However, token issues need not 
be issued in base metals to qualify 
as subsitutes for legal coinage; 
there are many examples of sil- 
ver, gold and even platinum to- 


kens in the history of numismatics 
which approximated or even ex- 
ceeded the value of the official 
coin 

COUNTER—A metallic disc dat- 
ing from ancient times which 
served the purpose, originally, of 
a means of reckoning with their 
own sets of counters, sometimes of 
elaborate fabrication. Gradually, 
counters came to be used as 
means of reckoning value or pro- 
gress in games, and it is in this 
sense that they are best known to 
most numismatists. 

Counters of metal are now ob- 
solete (see amusement checks), 
having been replaced by miass- 
produced plastic poker chips, etc., 
although the term survives in the 
metallic play money used in chil- 
dren’s games. Their use survived 
in the U. S. until circa 1890; in 
Germany until circa 1930. 


The term game counter dis- 
tinguishes counters used for play 
at games from those used for reck- 
oning, although the distinction has 
not been necessary for about three 
centuries. 

Counter has many synonyms, 
many of foreign derivation, gen- 
erally understood by numismatists 
to wit: 


Reckoning Counters: Tessera, 
Rechen - pfennig, Jeton (also 
Jetton), Mark, Marker, Rechen- 
mark, Black Money. 

Game Counters: Spiel Mark, 
Spiel Munze, Kursmunze, Roul- 
ette Token, Play Coin, Play Mon- 
ey, Billiard Counter, Poker Mark, 
Magician Token, Amusement 
check (which see), Pinball Slug, 
Whist Token, Chip. 

COIN WEIGHT — These were 
cast or struck in the same gen- 


eral style as the coins whose 


weight they represented and nor- 
mally made of base metal. In 
Asia and Africa coin weights often 
took an elaborate design, some- 
times cast in the form of a man, 
a cow or other being. Many Euro- 
pean weights which resemble 
coins also found a use as count- 
ers.

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Token, Medal and Paper Money Collectors 


History Presented Many Ways 


Through Numismatic Materials 


By J. J. Curto 
Grosse Pointe, Michigan 


It has been both written and 
said time and time again that the 
history of a nation can be read 
through its coinage. Is this true 
of our United States coinage? To 
a slight degree—yes. 

Our early paper money, our 
commemorative coins and a few 
of our official issues, namely, the 
Indian Head and Lincoln cents, 
the Buffalo and Jefferson nickels, 
the Roosevelt dime, the Washing- 
ton quarter, the Franklin half dol- 
lar and the portraits on our paper 
currency contribute towards this 
end. 


Beyond this our coinage has lit- 
tle to offer, Liberty and the Eagle, 
beautiful and significant as they 
are, repeat themselves on series 
after series. 

On the metallic issues, the per- 
sonages depicted are not even 
identified by name and on our 
paper currency, while the por- 
traits are identified by name in 
most instances, they are not 
identified as to position or rank. 


Yes, we know them but do oth- 
ers or will others in the future? 


And. yet, regardless of these 
shortcomings, the history of our 
Country is perhaps more ade- 
quately, more clearly and pre- 
cisely and more thoroughly told 
through its numismatics than that 
of any other country in the world. 
Thanks to our medals, tokens and 
obsolete paper money. 


The magnitude of these issues 
and the completeness with which, 
as a whole, they flil this void, 
is without parallel. 

Specialized collections of these 
issues can be formed covering 
practically all phases of United 
States history and life—presidents 
and presidential candidates, gen- 
erals and admirals, inventors, 
poets, writers and famous men 
and women of all categories, 
wars, battles, inventions and all 
other events of note, expositions, 
centennials, and fairs, transporta- 
tion and machinery, buildings and 
churches, even down to our gro- 
cers and druggists, our depart- 
ment stores and saloons. 


It is my belief that Mr. Ken- 
ney had something of this nature 
in mind when he incorporated so 
many seemingly unrelated issues 


together in his treatise on ‘So 
Called Dollars’. 

Numismatic material to portray 
our American heritage to present 
to future generations, is plenti- 
ful. It is for us only to recognize, 
record, appreciate and safeguard 
them for the future. 


While much has been written 
about these issues, it is still very 
little when one considers the vast 
potential of these fields. The op- 
portunities for collecting and doing 
research in many of these fields, 
are still wide open and the reward 
for doing so, in accomplishment 
and in general appreciation, is 
great. 

One will find the collection of 
these issues greatly different and 
considerably more exciting than 
collecting official coins and cur- 
rency. It is different in that there 
are so many major varieties that 
all appear to be different. 


It is exciting in that, these is- 
sues being in general privately 
struck or printed for a purpose, 
the number struck or printed is 
relatively small and must be hunt- 
ed for. Token, medal or obsolete 
currency collecting is not easy and 
very few collectors aspire for a 
complete collection of any cate- 
gory. Rather their feeling is to 
acquire and enlarge, as much 
as possible, a representative col- 
lection of the items they are in- 
terested in. 

I once received a letter from a 
fellow token collector in which he 
summed up his outlook in this 
field as follows. “‘I do not expect 
to ever get all of them. All I’m 
after, to be quite content and 


happy with, is my share of them,

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* Aura Of Americana Surrounds 
Yesterday’s Broken Bank Notes 


, Currency Reflects Art, 
” History And Symbolism 


By Hank Bieciuk 


Perhaps the most neglected and 
least understood branch of numis- 
matics is the collecting of ‘‘brok- 
en bank” notes. And yet, herein 
lies the true Americana; the his- 
torical, educational, artistic and 
symbolic evidence of our heri- 
tage. 

The growth of a new nation, 
beset, as it was, by the trials 
and tribulations of “growing 
pains”, is forever preserved by 
these beautifully printed pieces of 
paper. Most of these notes de- 
picted events, persons and places, 
all historically significant at the 
time the notes were issued. They 
are indeed mute and often tragic 
evidence of the dashed faith, 
hopes and dreams of our coun- 
try’s forebearers. 


What is a “broken bank” note? 
First, but not last, it is a piece 
of paper currency. What is its 
value? As legal currency, or a 
medium of exchange, nothing. As 
a collector’s item it can be worth 
a great deal, depending upon its 
rarity, demand, etc. 

The beginning of paper currency 
issued by the Government, as we 
know it today, did not start until 
1861. However, various types of 
paper money were in use in all 
of the American Colonies while 
they were still under English rule. 
The great majority of these Col- 
onial notes were theoretically re- 
deemable in Spanish Milled Dol- 
lars (a large silver coin of 8 Real 
denomination). Due to the inter- 
nal and external strife of the Col- 
onies, these Colonial notes were 
never actually redeemed as they 
had depreciated to such an extent 
as to become worthless. 


After the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, the Colonies consoli- 
dated and the Continental Con- 
gress was established. Expensive 
even then, the Revolutionary War 
had to be financed and currency 
was issued by the authority of the 
Continental Congress. This Con- 
tinental Currency was issued in 
amounts ranging from 1-16 of a 
dollar to 80 dollars, and quickly 
became worthless. The deprecia- 
tion of these notes is the actual 
source of the archaic cliche ‘‘not 
worth a Continental.” 

The war over, the Constitution 
united the Colonies into a single 
nation. Accordingly, this new na- 
tion struck its first coins, a half 
cent and a one cent in 1793. Oth- 
er coins of various denominations 
were struck as needed and ap- 
proved by the Congress. However, 
from 1793 until 1861, the Govern- 
ment did not find it necessary to 
issue the paper money we know 
today. 


Since money is really nothing 
more than a medium of exchange, 
it must be readily available and 
easy to handle. A growing, pros- 
pering new nation soon found that 
specie or hard money was in in- 
sufficient supply and much too 
awkward to handle in large trans- 
actions. Accordingly, in this per- 
jod of our growth of approximate- 
ly 60 odd years, the United States 
was virtually blanketed by these 
broken bank notes. 

During the early 1800's the in- 
dividual states could and did grant 
charters to private banks and in- 
dividuals to issue currency. The 
backing for the printing and is- 
suance of this currency was the 
amount of specie or hard money 
on deposit in the bank. Real es- 
tate too was often used as back- 
ing for currency. The entire op- 
eration was simple one. 


A group of individuals would 
Set together, form a bank and 
deposit a predetermined amount 
of coin. They would then issue cur- 
rency for the amount of coin de- 


posited. Unfortunately, none of the 
ee eee oe

ship token are known to exist in 

ag metals—brass, copper and 


banking restraints we know to- 
day were in force at that time, 
and these privately chartered 
banks failed at an alarming rate. 

If business was bad and the 
bank’s borrowers defaulted on 
their loans, the bank had to close 
its doors. If more currency was 
issued than the amount on de- 
posit, the currency depreciated in 
value and the bank failed. Yet, 
as quickly as one failed, two oth- 
ers would spring up! Such was 
the need for paper currency dur- 
ing this period of our history. 


For some strange reason; the 
Government did not see fit to 
take over this phase of our mone- 
tary system. The closest attempt 
it made to stabilize or give left- 
handed approval to these banks, 
was the deposit of government 
funds in the Bank of U.S., a pri- 
vately chartered bank in Phila- 
delphia. 

However, many government of- 
ficials did not approve of paper 
currency and fought long and hard 
to discourage and discontinue its 
use. Perhaps the most historical- 
ly prominent crusader against pa- 
per currency was Andrew Jack- 
son, During his two terms as 
president, he was _ completely 
against the paper monetary sys- 
tem. 


Incensed at the use of govern- 
ment funds as backing of a pri- 
vate bank, Jackson withdrew all 
such funds from The Bank of U.S. 
in 1836. This, in effect, closed 
the bank. Rechartered later in 
1836 as the Bank of U.S., Pa., it 
operated until 1941 at which time 
it again failed. 


Not only were banks organized 
and chartered for the purpose of 
issuing currency, but other types 
of public and private institutions 
had their own paper currency. In- 
surance companies, industrial con- 
cerns, colleges, cities, counties, 
railroads, loan companies and 
even the Mormon colony and 
church issued notes. All in all, 
there were over 20,000 broken 
bank issues during this period. 


The reliability and integrity of 
the issuing firm determined to 
what extent the notes were ac- 
cepted and circulated. Some notes 
had acceptance in distant states; 
others were only intended for lo- 
cal circulation. Some notes were 
redeemable almost anywhere; 
others were: never meant to be

redeemed. A favorite trick of 
those concerns not wishing their 
notes redeemed was to issue 
notes at their headquarters, usual- 
ly a large town, but making the 
note payable only at some remote 
town. Travel being what it was, 
people could ill afford to travel 
many miles to redeem a note. 
This, in effect, permitted the 
notes to circulate freely with lit- 
tle danger of redemption. 

From an artistic and historic 
viewpoint, some of our country’s 
finest engravings grace many of 
these broken bank notes. The 
notes often portrayed scenes, peo- 
ple and places connected with 
the particular issue of notes. 
Many of these notes are multi- 
colored, particularly after 1839. 


The invention of photography in 
1839 facilitated the counterfeiting 
of notes engraved in black and 
white. To thwart the photograph- 
ing and counterfeiting of these 
black and white engravings, the 
engraving firms turned to tints. 
Red, blue and green tints proved 
very satisfactory because, if pho- 
tographed, they showed up as 
heavy black. A heavy black 


is ever- 


Benjamin Franklin’s former partner, 


counterfeit is a poor substitute for 
a green or red note. 

In the summer of 1861, soon aft- 
er the Civil War began, the United 
States found itself in desperate 
need of money. A war was in 
progress and it had to be financed. 
The only solution was an issue of 
paper money. Congress by the 
Act of July 17, 1861, printed and 
put into circulation 60 million dol- 
lars in paper money to insure cir- 
culation and acceptance, it sus- 
pended specie (hard money) pay- 
ments. Thus, the public was 
forced to accept this money pure- 
ly on faith, a large pill to swal- 
low in view of the broken bank 
notes it was so familiar with. 
However, the public did accept 
this paper money and still does 
to this day. 


What happened to the broken 
bank notes? With the acceptance 
of one standard type of currency, 
good everywhere, and the 10 per 
cent tax imposed on private is- 
sues by the government, it quick- 
ly declined in use and became 
extinct. Later, strict banking leg- 
islation put an end to k perman- 
ently.

He was employed in newspaper 
advertising for 12 years before he 
began his full-time dealership.

lew because of the ridiculous in- 
attention they receive. 


The Civil War ushered in the 
greatest volume of tokens this 
country has ever seen. Only in 
the past few years has any ap- 
preciable amount of interest in 
this series been shown, and prices 
are still low enough to permit any 
collector who has the desire to 
enter this field. 

The period of the Indian Wars 
following the Civil War saw the 
emergence of the Sutler and Post 
Trader tokens, a field virtually 
untapped by US collectors. For 
some who read these few lines, 
this will be the first contact with 
the term. 


These pieces are invariably 
scarce, but have received so little 
attention that most dealers cannot 
even set a minimum price on 
them. A few of these antedate the 
Civil War and some were pro- 


duced during that struggle, but 
most extend to the end of the last 
century. Usually associated with 
these pieces are the canteen and 
ships service checks which were 
used until very recently by our 
troops overseas. 

Only 27 years ago this nation 
was in the throes of depression, 
and many emergency substitutes 
for money appeared. Even my 
home, San Diego, has its repre- 
sentatives among the 1933 tokens, 
those of R. W. Caldwell, the self 
styled ‘“‘Mayor of Mission Hills’’, 
being notable. This class of tokens, 
too, is virtually ignored by the 
mass of collectors. 


This brief recital of five eras 
of American economic history cer- 
tainly does not exhaust the sub- 
ject of token coinage in the US. 
In almost every year of our exis- 
tence tokens have been produced 
and served some real or remote 
purpose as monetary substitutes. 
Two well-known but neglected 
classes are the Transportation To- 
kens and the Tax Tokens. Most 
of these are reasonable, if not 
cheap, to collect. °

Our early store cards are little- 
known and reasonable considering 
their scarcity. The 1%h Century 
game counters are in somewhat 
the same condition. 


Seen by almost everyone, col- 
lector and layman alike, but hard- 
ly recognized as anything more 
than junk, are other classes of 
tokens—the trade checks, restaur- 
ant and saloon checks, amuse- 
ment checks, telephone tokens, 
wooden nickels, etc. 

A few other metallic discs are 


sometimes collected, yet almost | 


never understood. These comprise 
the coin weights, apothecaries 
weights, “dog tags’, campaign 
medallets, transportation and 
amusement tags, magicians’ to- 
kens, elongated cents, admission 
checks and other miscellany in- 
cluding World War II ration chips. 
These, of course, served no (or a 
very remote) purpose as mone- 
tary substitutes, and properly 
should not be called tokens. 


American collectors collect Ca- 
nadian tokens assiduously, and 
prices are being driven up. Why 
not, then, their own? 

Partly the answer lies in the 
security of a collector's invest- 
ment; he feels he'll never get his 
money back if he buys. Partly he 
is the victim of an_ intensive, 
anonymous propaganda campaign 
maintained by unscrupulous deal- 
ers and collector-investors to keep 
the market high on their favorite 
money-makers, the rolls and proof 
sets and the coin supplies needed 
to keep them. 


Mostly, though, is his own lack 
of knowledge the basis. Fortunate- 
ly, this can be easily corrected. 
The reader who has perused this 
article to this point has already 
exposed himself to a greater un- 
derstanding. He may not agree 
with what is written, but his quest 
for knowledge will be whetted, and 
both curiosity and intellect are the 
marks of the numismatist.

has many “Ads” offering them 
for sale and the prices are com- 
petitive, although a few are rath- 
er nasty. 


Now let’s talk about mint marks. 
Do you really want them? If you 
want them, ask yourself why. 
Have in mind that a mint mark is 
just a symbol to show where that 
particular coin was made, and 
has no other purpose. It adds 
nothing to the coin. 

The omission of mint marks will 
make your task more simple, and 
a lot less expensive. Their ab- 
sence would not detract anything 
from your collection. Keep in mind 
that a mint mark is really a blem- 
ish on an otherwise good die. 
However, i is up to you. 


And if you did include the mint 
marks and completed the set, 
what would you have? Nothing. 
Whom would it impress? No one 
but yourself, and possibly some 
other collector. But would not be 
of much interest to the general 
public. 

In either case, mint marks or 
no mint marks, your next step 
would be to go after the Indians. 
They, too, are a nice series. One 
advantage is that you would not 
be much concerned about mint 
marks. 


Now before you get too deep 
in them, let’s take a look at anoth- 
er kind of a specialty. As it would 
be impossible to get a complete 
collection including _ varieties, 
suppose you considered collecting 
types only. What would confront 
you? Not so much. 

Dates as well as mint marks | 
would be out of the picture and | 
so would all other variations 
most of which cannot be disting- 
uished without a magnifier. For- 
gotten could be large dates, small 
dates, overdates, large and small 
letters, arrow heads at dates, 
number of feathers in the eagle’s 
wings or tail and all the minor 
variations that are usually recog- 
nized. 

All you would need is a coin of 
any date in which that type was | 
issued. And when you succeeded 
in getting them all, what would 
you have? Still nothing. The first, 
last, and only thought that they 
would awaken is: “what would 
they bring at auction?’ No other 
would be associated with them. 
They would be dead. 


Now right along side of them | 
place a collection of just 100 pieces 
of foreign copper, nickel, and 
small silver coins, but each from 
a different country, and there you 
would have something. At a glance 
you could see that the cost would 
be practically nothing. But oh 
what a field of romance could be |

Fake Money; 
Dealer Held 


Two Detroit men who bought 
drinks with homemade half dol- 
lars pleaded guilty to counterfeit- 
ing in federal court—Clyde House- 
holder, 51, and Robert Kuchta, 37, 
admitted making the coins in a 
plaster mould. 

Treasury agents said the false 
coins were crude, but good enough 
to pass in a darkened bar on a 
busy night. The pair faces sen- 
tences up to 15 years and $5,000 
in fines. 


A Vancouver, Ottawa, Canada 
coin dealer, John Romaniuk, 45, 
has been charged with changing 
dates on coins to increase their 
value. Paul Pankowe, 31, also of 
Vancouver, was charged along 
with Romaniuk on a count of con- 
spiring to defraud the public and 
passing silver clippings obtained 
by impairing silver coins. 

Romaniuk was also charged 
with possessing moulds he knew 
were intended to be used in mak- 
ing counterfeit money.
